party strategy for the 1956 presi­ 
dential and congressional cam­ 
paigns. 
NIXON MET with newsmen 
at Eisenhower's vacation head­ 
qu arters after he had discu ssed 
national secu rity problems with 
the President for abou t an hou r. 
The vice president said he and 
Eisenhower talk ed no politics 
whatever, bu t Nixon had plenty 
to say on that su bject after­ 
ward. 
Along with saying he look s for 
the President to ru n again, Nixon 
declared that in his opinion Sen. 
McCarthy (R.-Wis.) is “throu gh” 
as a political threat to Eisen­ 
hower and as “a major devisive 
force” within 
the Repu blican 
party. 
McCarthy, said Nixon, was 
su ch a force last year at the 
time of congressional elections 
when the senator was firing 
sharp criticism at Eisenhower. 
In those elections the Repu bli­ 
cans lost control of Congress to 
th* Democrats. 
BUT THE vice president said 
he believes McCarthy no longer 
is that k ind of a force. 
“Ou r political history show's,” 
Nixon said, “that when an in­ 
dividu al tak es on the top man 
and wins, he (the individu al) 
grows. 
Bu t when you mak e a 
frontal assau lt, if you lose you 
are throu gh. And that is what 
happened on this issu e.” 
McCarthy, at Appleton, Wis., 
last night replied: 
“I don’t believe it is a choice 
between destroying Ik e by a 
frontal 
assau lt 
and 
ru bber 
stamping and approving every 
m i s t a k e the administration 
mak es. 
“ I FEEL that regardless of 
what su ccess is had on what 
Nixon called a frontal assau lt, 
every senator has a du ty to ex­ 
pose incompetence and wTong 
doing in government regardless 
of whfch party is at fau lt—and 
that I intend to continu e doing.” 
As for 
Eisenhower ru nning 
again, the President himself told 
a Washington news conference 
early in Au gu st that the state 
of his health next year wou ld be 
a major factor in mak jng u p his 
mind. 
So, newsmen ask ed the vice 
president 
yesterday: 
How 
is 
Eisenhower's health? 
“I have never seen the Presi­ 
dent look better,” Nixon replied. 
“I feel that he is in tip top shape 
physically and mentally in his 
attitu de toward his job.” 
And the job. Nixon added, “has 
become easier” for the President 
“the longer he is in it.” Nixon 
said the President has it so well 
organized that he now' can tu rn 
over secondary problems to aides 
and concentrate personally “on 
the great and important issu es.” 
The \ice president stressed 
that he had no inside information 
abou t Eisenhower’s 1956 plans, 
bu t he said the impression is 
general in the Repu blican party j 
that the President will ru n again. |

Lawyer Raymond Maher, w’ho 
defended the prospector at his 
trial last year in Perce, Qu e., 
said Coffin hailed 
a taxi a few 
hu ndred feet from the jail and 
ask ed to be driven to the Qu ebec 
bridge, seven miles west of the 
heart of the city. As they neared 
the bridge Coffin told the taxi 
driver who he was. 
'Then 
they 
began 
talk ing 
abou t the case,” Maher said. 
“Coffin ask ed the driver If he 
k new where I lived.” 
The driver, Gaston Labrecqu e, 
telephoned his office for Maher’s 
address and then drove to the 
apartment in u ppertown Qu ebec. 
Coffin, convicted of mu rdering 
Richard Lindsey, 17 - year - old 


Hollidaysbu rg, Pa., hu nter, two 
years ago, made his way ou t of 
the grey stone prison at abou t 
1 a. m. He arrived at Maher's 
home at 2:10 a. m. 
Maher said he told Coffin to 
lie on the floor of the taxi on the 
way back to the jail for fear of 
shooting by armed provincial and 
mu nicipal police who were called 
ou t following the escape. 
Maher 
described 
the 
gu n, 
painted black , as a “piece of 
craftsmanship.” 
A 
cartridge 
magazine, complete with holes 
for bu llets, had been fashioned. 
A small metal sight had been in­ 
serted on the barrel. 
Coffin also drew the gu n on 
the taxi driver du ring the ride, 
bu t then pu t it back in his pock ­ 
et, Maher said.

gence u nit in Vienna since 1948, 
and Cpl. Mu rray Fields, 36, of 
Bayside, N. Y., missing from the 
U. S. constabu lary in Nu ern­ 
berg since 1948. 
TTie third man identified him­ 
self as Frederick Charles Hop­ 
k ins, a civilian from I^ew York 
city.

Red C hi n e s e Ambassador 
Wang Ping-nan told U. S. Am­ 
bassador U. Alexis Johnson at 
their 
13th 
meeting that two 
other Americans cou ld leave at 
once if they ask ed for exit per­ 
mits and a third cou ld leave 
within two or three months. 
THE TWO ambassadors have 
been meeting at intervals since 
Au g. I, negotiating the release 
of 41 Americans imprisoned in 
China or denied exit permits. 
The annou ncement by Wang 
was the first positive resu lt of 
the talk s since they began. 
There was no indication when 
the Chinese Reds wou ld release 
the 29 Americans not mentioned 
on Wang’s list, bu t the ambas­ 
sadors agreed today to continu e 
their secret talk s on Satu rday. 
American délégation members 
were able to find only a partial 
identification for some of the 
Americans listed for release by 
Wang. A delegation spok esman 
said none had been imprisoned.

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TAX CUTS, WILLY-NILLY 
That seasoned old realist, Senator George 
Of Georgia, has pronounced what is prob­ 
ably the wisest word that has been heard 
In many a month. 
He predicts that in 19 56 Congress will 
cut tax es “ whether one approv es of it or 
not.” This, of course, is election-y ear wis­ 
dom from a man who has seen the political 
parade for a long time. 
What he is telling us is that the compul­ 
sions working on congressmen in such a 
y ear are simple ones that relate to their 
judgment <5f campaign necessities. 
To go to the v oters without a fresh tax 
cut to offer is to a politician almost as fool­ 
hardy as striking out across the desert 
without an adequate supply of water. 
The delicate arguments of the financial 
wizards do not gov ern their thinking. Thus 
it is actually of secondary importance that 
Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey now 
believ es that federal finances may be in 
condition to justify a tax reduction nex t 
y ear. 
Not too long back Humphrey v oiced seri­ 
ous doubt that the gov ernment’s leger 
would be in such fav orable shape by 19 56. 
He was looking for a deficit somewhere 
around 2.4 biilion dollars. Today he sees 
that deficit prospect as only 1.7 billion 
dollars. 
That smaller sum could be wiped out 
entirely , the Secretary thinks, if continued 
prosperity brings in unex pected additional 
rev enues and if the v arious gov ernment 
departments can trim their ex penses three 
per cent. 
The result would be a balanced budget— 
an administrational goal since the presi­ 
dential campagn of 19 52. Under these cir­ 
cumstances, Humphrey would urge cuts in 
both personal and corporate;income tax es, 
presumably of a size that w'ould not once 
more unbalance the budget. 
All this sounds pretty neat and logical, if 
it should work out as Humphrey foresees. 
But, as noted at the outset, the gentlemen 
who will be running for office in 19 56 will 
not require the support of either logic or 
wisdom to conv ince them it is proper to 
cut tax es. 
They liv e in a world where logic and wis­ 
dom interv ene only occasionally . They liv e 
by political rules and ax ioms of long stand­ 
ing. To follow^ them means, they believ e, 
surv iv al. To flout them they are quite sure 
spells obliv ion.

. LITTLE WARS 
Little wars often lead to big wars if way s are 
not found to limit th em. Th e Indian “p eaceful" 
war on Portugal ov er th e colony of Goa, th e 
Moroccan rev olt against France, th e Greco-Turk- 
ish -British crisis ov er Cy p rus are dangerous areas 
of conflict wh ich raise issues ov er small countries 
th at inv olv e great states and can cause major, ex ­ 
p losions. 
Goa h as been a Portuguese colony since 1510. 
Very little remains of th e great Portuguese Em­ 
p ire th at once included Brazil. Goa, and. its coun­ 
terp art off th e coast of Ch ina, Macao, is different 
from most Asiatic colonies in th at th e. Portuguese 
and th e nativ es intermarried and p roduced a new 
race wh ose cultural basis is Roman Cath olicism. 
Th ere is no anti-Portuguese mov ement in Goa, no 
desire among its p eop le to become p art of India. 
In efh wrt, India is utilizing unorth odox meth ods of 
warfare to occup y and absorb th e territory of 
anoth er nation. True, th e Indian gov ernment h as 
not emp loy ed sh ot and sh ell, but its meth ods of 
mass mov ements can be as dev astating. 
Th e rev olt of th e Moroccans against France 
is an inev itable concomitant of th e failure of 
France in Indoch ina. An emp ire can only stand 
as long as it h as th e p h y sical p ower to h old th e 
conquered countries on its p erip h ery . Nationalism 
is ramp ant in Asia and Africa at th e p resent time 
and wh ile p owerful nations may p ut down rev olts, 
as long as th ey are not so p owerful as to conv ince 
nationalistic group s th at th ey can h old th em in 
any circumstances, th ere will be new rev olts. 
France lost face by th e defeat in Indoch ina and 
th erefore oth er nationalistic elements in th e 
French Emp ire will seek to free th &nselv es. 
Th e Moroccans are not only nationalistic but 
th ey are Moslems wh ich means th at a p otent 
ideological factor enters into th eir conflict with 
Ch ristian France. But is France any longer a 
Ch ristian country ? Do p ercentages enter into such 
a question? Could France in Moslem ey es h av e be­ 
come a godless country ? 
In th e United States, we are p rone to ignore 
ideological factors. We th ink in terms of ev ents 
and actions, wh ich are really secondary and im­ 
material in th e current conflicts. Moslems ch oose 
not to be gov erned by th ose wh o are not Moslems 
and unless th e Europ eans h av e th e p h y sical 
strength to h old wh at is not th eir owm, th ey must 
ex p ect such trouble as th e Moroccan rev olt. 
Cy p rus is an ev en more v ex ed p roblem. It is a 
British colony p eop led by a v ery mix ed p op ula­ 
tion, about 8 0 p er cent of wh om sp eak Greek and 
th e rest Turkish . English is also sp oken as a 
lingua franca. Th e island not only lies close to 
T urkey but could act as a cork to bottle up th e 
Gulf of Alex andretta. Greece and Turkey are al­ 
lies in NATO and in th e Balkan Alliance and 
th erefore h av e no reason to quarrel. Th e Turks 
p refer th e status quo; th at is, th at Cy p rus sh ould 
remain a British colony . 
It is really doubtful th at th e sound leadersh ip 
of Greece feels th at th is is th e time for a conflict 
ov er Cy p rus, but nationalistic p ublic op inion h as 
been so aroused in both Greece and Cy p rus th at 
no man in p ublic life would dare at th is moment 
to state in th e op en th at h e is against th e im­ 
mediate annex ation of Cy p rus to Greece. Yet men 
in h igh p laces know’ th at such an annex ation could 
lead to a war between Turkey and Greece and 
th at Great Britain would be inv olv ed as th e ac­ 
tual p ossessor of Cy p rus. 
Furth ermore, if eith er Great Britain or Tur­ 
key ap p ealed to NATO, th e wh ole of th e Western 
world would be in th is th ing, including th e United 
States wh ich guaranteed a Western Europ ean 
status quo th rough NATO. 
Also Tito would h av e someth ing to say as a 
member of th e Balkan Allianqp wh ich would be 
destroy ed by such a conflict and th erefore lessen 
th e p osition of Tito in th e ey es of th e Russians. 
Th is, th en, is a v ery bad situation. In th e Unit­ 
ed States, it becomes comp licated by th e large 
and influential Greek majority wh o are not with ­ 
out a v oice in American p olitics. Like Jewish in­ 
fluence in relation to Israel-Arab controv ersies, 
th e Greeks h av e v otes in th e United States, 
wh ereas th e Turks do not h av e v otes—nop e to 
count. From th e standp oint of domestic p ofctical 
realism, th e Administration in Wash ington must 
find th is Greco-Turkish situation unp leasant be­ 
cause th is country ^ will sup p ort Great Britain and 
th erefore Turkey . All of it sp ells trouble.

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ROUTINE FLIGHT 
Little more than a quarter of a century 
ago, a gangly American y outh won the 
name Lone Eagle by fly ing solo across the 
Atlantic Ocean in a plane small enough to 
ride piggy -back on today ’s great trans­ 
ports.

Another historic flight across—and again 
across—the Atlantic Ocean was made a few 
day s ago. The two y oung British airmen 
who made it had breakfast in London, 
lunch in New York, and dinner in London 
again on the same day .

By their 
own testimony , there was nothing gruelling 
about the flight “ Routine,” they shrugged. 
Routine—to double the heroic feat of 
only y esterday ? 
Consider: J ust 52 y ears ago, the Wright 
brothers made the first powered controlled, 
sustained flight. Their plane was in the air 
only 12 seconds. A quarter of a century 
later, a man in a shining silv er plane with 
twin propellers v aulted the Atlantic. And 
a quarter of a century after that two men 
whipped across and back under jet power 
between dawn and dark. 
A quarter of a century from now ? 
If the human race can manage its affairs 
$o as to keep the great planes from drop-

SOME THOUGHTS ON RETIREMENT 
‘Th ere seems to be noth ing more difficult th an 
to know wh en to step down, v oluntarily to re­ 
tire,” writes Law rence Farmer in an editorial in 
Geriatrics. “How p ainful and tragic is th e sp ec­ 
tacle of th e once great man wh o, h av ing h ung 
bn too long, disintegrates, unbeknown to h imself, 
before th e ey es of h is h orrified admirers.” 
Th is is indeed a p roblem for th e medical p ro­ 
fession, p erh ap s p articularly th e surgeons. A surr 
goon usually h as to wait until h e is 40 or so to 
get an adequate p ractice and it is sad to th ink 
of h is step p ing down at th e age of 60. But often 
after slop p ing op erating h e sh ould be able to go 
on as Dr. Harv ey Cush ing did and as th e May os 
did. to h elp greatly with th e teach ing of students 
and th e, direction of an institution. 
In th is connection it is interesting to read a 
remarkable letter written by Harv ey Cush ing in 
1911 at a time wh en h e was slated to be surgeon- 
in-ch ief at Peter Bent Brigh am Hosp ital in Bos­ 
ton. “Wh y not p ut th e surgical age of retirement 
for th e attending surgeon at 60 and th e p h y sician 
at 63 or 65 as y ou th ink best. I h av e an idea th at 
th e surgeon’s fingers are ap t to get a little stiff 
and th us make h im less comp etent before th e 
p h y sicians’ cerebral (brain) v essels do. Howev er, 
as I told y ou, I would like to see,th e day wh en 
somebody would be ap p ointed surgeon some­ 
wh ere wh o h ad no h ands, for th e op erativ e p art 
is th e least of th e work.” Here again is stressed 
th e imp ortance of th e teach ing p art of th e p ro­ 
fession. 
Th e ch ief of a clinic or th e managing board 
may say to an older consultant, “We so need y our 
wisdom and y our judgment and y our adv ice in 
regard*to rare cases th at we don’t want y ou to 
be wasting y our time on cases th at th e y ounger 
men can h andle.” 
Dr. Walter Alv arez furth er p oints out in th is 
editorial th e sort of wisdom th at may come from 
50 y ears of busy p ractice and wh ich is with out 
p rice. “I am reminded of wh at h ap p ened one da^ 
wh en th e former eminent ch ief of th e orth op edic 
serv ice of a great medical institution drop p ed in 
to see h is old students on th e floor. Th ey said, 
“Oh , do see th is man for us. He h as a disease we 
cannot remember ev er h av ing seen.” Th e old p ro­ 
fessor looked at th e man and h is X-ray s and 
said, “You know, we h ad a case like th is about 
1912. We h ad anoth er about 1925 and we h ad 
anoth er one about 1936 I th ink. I don’t know 
wh at to call it and I h av e nev er seen it described 
in books but I can tell y ou th is; Don’t op erate. 
If y ou do y ou will be sorry .” Th is is th e v oice of 
ex p erience th at justifies th e old doctor keep ing 
on as long as h e is useful. 
Dr. Alv arez say s h imself, “I my self am often 
temp ted to quit p ractice and th en I realize th at 
if I did stop seeing cases of interesting and un­ 
usual diseases. I would lose a h elp ful contact 
with medicine, and h av ing lost it, I would not be 
as good a teach er of graduate medicine as I 
would like to be.”

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TAX CUTS, WILLY-NILLY 
That seasoned old realist, Senator George 
©f Georgia, has pronounced what is prob­ 
ably the wisest word that has been heard 
In many a month. 
He predicts that in 1956 Congress will 
cut taxes “whether one approves of it or 
not.” This, of course, is election-year wis 
dom from a man who has seen the political 
parade for a long time. 
What he is telling us is that the compul 
sions working on congressmen in such a 
year are simple ones that relate to their 
judgment df campaign necessities. 
To go to the voters without a fresh tax 
cut to offer is to a politician almost as fool­ 
hardy as striking out across the desert 
wifhout an adequate supply of water. 
The delicate arguments of the financial 
wizards do not govern their thawing. Thus 
it is actually of secondary importance that 
Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey now 
believes that federal finances may be in 
condition to justify a tax reduction next 
year. 
Not too long back Humphrey voiced seri­ 
ous doubt that the government’s leger 
would be in such favorable shape by 1956. 
He was looking for a deficit somewhere 
around 2.4 billion dollars. Today he sees 
that deficit prospect as only 1.7 billion 
dollars. 
That smaller sum could be wiped out 
entirely, the Secretary thinks, if continued 
prosperity brings in unexpected additional 
revenues and if the various government 
departments can trim their expenses three 
per cent. 
The result would be a balanced budget— 
an administrational goal since the presi­ 
dential campagn of 1952. Under these cir­ 
cumstances, Humphrey would urge cuts in 
both personal and corporate (income taxes, 
presumably of a size that would not once 
more unbalance the budget. 
All this sounds pretty neat and logical, if 
it should work out as Humphrey foresees. 
But, as noted at the outset, the gentlemen 
who will be running for office in 1956 will 
not require the support of either logic or 
wisdom to convince them it is proper to 
cut taxes. 
They live in a world where logic and wis­ 
dom intervene only occasionally. They live 
by political rules and axioms of long stand­ 
ing. To follow' them means, they believe, 
survival. To flout them they are quite sure 
spells oblivion.

. LITTLE WARS 
Little wars Olton lead to big wars if way* arc 
not found to limit them. The Indian "peaceful 
war on Portugal over the colony of Goa. the 
Moroccan revolt against France, the Greco-Turk- 
ish-British crisis over Cyprus are dangerous areas 
of conflict which raise issues over small countries 
that involve great states and can cause major ex­ 
plosions. 
Goa has been a Portuguese colony since 1510. 
Very little remains of the great Portuguese Em­ 
pire that once included Brazil. Goa, and. its coun­ 
terpart off the coast of China, Macao, is different 
from most Asiatic colonies in that the, Portuguese 
and the natives intermarried and produced a new 
race whose cultural basis is Roman Catholicism. 
There is no anti-Portuguese movement in Goa. no 
desire among its people to become part of India. 
In effort, India is utilizing unorthodox methods of 
warfare to occupy and absorb the territory of 
another nation. True, the Indian government has 
not employed shot and shell, but its methods of 
mass movements can be as devastating. 
The revolt of the Moroccans against France 
is an inevitable concomitant of the failure of 
France in Indochina. An empire can only stand 
as long as it has the physical power to hold the 
conquered countries on its periphery. Nationalism 
is rampant in Asia and Africa at the present time 
and while powerful nations may put down revolts, 
as long as they are not so powerful as to convince 
nationalistic groups that they can hold them in 
any circumstances, there will be new revolts. 
France lost face by the defeat in Indochina and 
therefore other nationalistic elements 
in 
the 
French Empire will seek to free themselves. 
The Moroccans are not only nationalistic but 
they are Moslems which means that a potent 
ideological factor enters into their conflict with 
Christian France. But is France any longer a 
Christian country? Do percentages enter into such 
a question? Could France in Moslem eyes have be­ 
come a godless country? 
In the United States, w’e are prone to ignore 
ideological factors. We think in terms of events 
and actions, which are really secondary and im­ 
material in the current conflicts. Moslems choose 
not to be governed by those who are not Moslems 
and unless the Europeans have the physical 
strength to hold what is not their own, they must 
expect such trouble as the Moroccan revolt. 
Cyprus is an even more vexed problem. It is a 
British colony peopled by a very mixed popula­ 
tion, about 80 per cent of w hom speak Greek and 
the rest Turkish. English is also spoken as a 
lingua franca. The island not only lies close to 
Turkey but could act as a cork to bottle up the 
Gulf of Alexandretta. Greece and Turkey are al­ 
lies in NATO and in the Balkan Alliance and 
therefore have no reason to quarrel. The Turks 
prefer the status quo; that is. that Cyprus should 
remain a British colony. 
It is really doubtful that the sound leadership 
of Greece feels that this is the time for a conflict 
over Cyprus, but nationalistic public opinion has 
been so aroused in both Greece and Cyprus that 
no man in public life would dare at this moment 
to state in the open that he is against the im­ 
mediate annexation of Cyprus to Greece. Yet men 
in high places know that such an annexation could 
lead to a war between Turkey and Greece and 
that Great Britain would be involved as the ac­ 
tual possessor of Cyprus. 
Furthermore, if either Great Britain or Tur­ 
key appealed to NATO, the whole of the Western 
world would bo In this thing, including the United 
States which guaranteed a Western European 
status quo through NATT). 
Also Tito would have something to say as a 
member of the Balkan Alliance which would be 
destroyed by such a conflict and therefore lessen 
the position of Tito in the eyes of the Russians. 
This, then, is a very bad situation. In the Unit­ 
ed States, it becomes complicated by the large 
and influential Greek majority who are not with­ 
out a voice in American politics. Like Jewish in­ 
fluence in relation to Israel-Arab controversies, 
the Greeks have votes in the United States,! 
whereas the Turks do not have votes 
none to 
count. From the standpoint of domestic political 
realism, the Administration in Washington must 
find this Greco-Turkish situation unpleasant be­ 
cause this country' will support Great Britain and 
therefore Turkey. All of it spells trouble.

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ROUTINE FLIGHT

And 
a quarter of a century after that two men 
whipped across and back under jet power 
between dawn and dark.

SOME THOUGHTS ON RETIREMENT 
‘There seems to be nothing more difficult than 
to know when to step down, voluntarily to re­ 
tire," writes Lawrence Farmer in an editorial in 
Geriatrics. "How painful and tragic is the spec­ 
tacle of the once great man who, having hung 
bn too long, disintegrates, unbeknown to himself, 
before the eyes of his horrified admirers." 
This is indeed a problem for the medical pro­ 
fession, perhaps particularly the surgeons. A su r­ 
geon usually has to wait until he is 40 or so to 
get an adequate practice and it is sad to think 
of his stepping down at the age of 60. But often 
after slopping operating he should be able to go 
on as Dr. Harvey Cushing did and as the Mayos 
did, to help greatly with the teaching of students 
and the direction of an institution. 
In this connection it is interesting to read a 
remarkable letter written by Harvey Cushing in 
1911 at a time when he was slated to be surgeon- 
in-chief at Peter Bent Brigham Hospital in Bos­ 
ton. "Why not put the surgical age of retirement 
for the attending surgeon at 60 and the physician 
at 63 or 65 as you think best. I have an idea that 
the surgeon’s fingers are apt to get a little stiff 
and thus make him less competent before the 
physicians’ cerebral (brain) vessels do. However, 
as I told you, I would like to see .the day when 
somebody would be appointed surgeon some­ 
where who had no hands, for the operative part 
is the least of the work." Here again is stressed 
the importance of the teaching part of the pro­ 
fession. 
The chief of a clinic or the managing board 
may say to an older consultant, "We so need your 
wisdom and your judgment and your advice in 
regard- to rare cases that we don’t want you to 
be wasting your time on cases that the younger 
men can handle.” 
Dr. Walter Alvarez further points out in this 
editorial the sort of wisdom that may come from 
50 years of busy practice and which is without 
price. "I am reminded of what happened one day 
when the former eminent chief of the orthopedic 
service of a great medical institution dropped in 
to see his old students on the floor. They said, 
"Oh, do see this man for us. He has a disease we 
cannot remember ever having seen.” The old pro­ 
fessor looked at the man and his X-rays and 
said, "You know, we had a case like this about 
1912. We had another about 1925 and we had 
another one about 1936 I think. I don’t know 
what to call it and I have never seen it described 
in books but I can tell you this: Don’t operate. 
If you do you will be sorry ." This is the voice of 
experience that justifies the old doctor keeping 
on as long as he is useful. 
Dr. Alvarez says himself, "I myself am often 
tempted to quit practice and then I realize that 
if I did stop seeing cases of interesting and un­ 
usual diseases. I would lose a helpful contact 
with medicine, and having lost it, I would not be 
as good a teacher of graduate medicine as I 
would like to be.”

The Chinese withdrew 
80.000 troops after the armistice 
was signed two years ago. 
No announcements were made 
on the first withdrawals. Then 
the Chinese started to announce 
their "volunteers" return home, 
and made propaganda of their 
peaceful intent. 
WHILE 
DOINO 
THIS, 
the 
Communists began building up 
the North Korean air readiness, 
in open violation of the cease­ 
fire agreements. For the first 
time since the Korean fighting 
began in 1950, UN forces are now’ 
challenged 
for 
air 
superiority 
over both land and sea. 
The 
United 
Nations 
got 


euchered into a bad deal in the 
Korean armistice in that it made 
no mention of and established no 
bans against rebuilding airfields 
by either side. 
The southern airfields were in­ 
tact. because the Red bombers 
never got south of the battle 
lines. But airfields in the north 
had been clobbered. Now they 
have been rebuilt.

SOME OF THE 16 UN allies 
who supported South Korea have 
been fearful that Rhee might be­ 
come irrational and start a new 
war. 
American diplomatic and mili­ 
tary officials have firm assur­ 
ances from Rhee that he will not 
restart the war and try to drag 
his allies into a showdown with 
communism. 
Defense Secretary C. E. W il­ 
son has indicated that some 17,- 
000 U. S. forces, approximately 
another division, might be with­ 
drawn from the Far East and 
redeployed. 
If a deal could be made to 
withdraw all U. S. forces from 
Korea, in return for 
a 
com­ 
plete 
withdrawal 
of 
Chinese 
forces, it would leave South Ko­ 
rea with a three-to-tw’o advan­ 
tage over 
the North 
Koreans. 
Such an agreement, if enforce­

upon a time Labor Day meant 
an opportunity to glorify and 
rightly 
applaud 
the 
achieve­ 
ments of the American w’orking- 
man under a system of freedom. 
But nowadays it is used as an 
occasion for giving vent to the 
bitterness of class warfare. This 
must gladden the hearts of the 
Communists of today in their 
perennial effort to capitalize on 
discord in the American scene. 
Hymns of hate came from the 
labor-union 
bosses 
over 
the 
Labor Day * holiday—hate with 
all its violent phrases against 
"big business." 
George Meany, 
president of the AFL for ex­ 
ample, vowed that his organiza­ 
tion was resolved “to intensify 
the political activities of labor 
and free the trade-union move­ 
ment of shackles forged by the 
political power of big business." 


MR. MEANY said by "shack­ 
les" he meant the Jailor-manage­ 
ment relations act of 1947 (Taft- 
Hartley 
law) 
and 
what 
he 
termed the right-to-w’ork laws 
passed by eighteen states which, 
he said, "prohibited union secur­ 
ity contracts.” The "union secur­ 
ity-' to w’hich he refers would 
mean, of course, a union mo­ 
nopoly of all jobs and w’ould 
carry with it a loss of civil 
rights to the worker. 
W alter Reuther, head of the 
CIO, also declared war on busi­ 
ness in America and used his 
Labor 
Day statem ent for the 
partisan political purpose of at­ 
tacking 
President 
Eisenhower, 
who, he said, has led a crusade 
for "big business.” 
Nowhere in any of these state­ 
ments was there a single w’ord 
of praise for or even mention of 
the constructive part played by 
business management in Ameri­ 
ca without whose creative genius 
and unremitting efforts to ex­ 
pand there would be no such 
high employment in the United 
States as prevails today. 
No­ 
where also w’as there any men­ 
tion of the problem of the sm all­ 
er businesses which are being 
forced to close or be gobbled up 
by large businesses because of 
I the uniformity of pay scales that 
jean be paid only by the larger 
companies. 


THE LABOR DAY pronounce­ 
ments emphasize the apparent 
8 belief of the labor leaders that 
I only by more class warfare and 
more discord and more strife 
land more repression of the con­ 
stitutional right of the citizen to 
work where he pleases can the

achieve 
its goals. 
Both the CIO and AFL lead­ 
ers are outspoken in their de­

and they have had their troubles

Labor Day statem ents of Amer­ 
ican labor chiefs they will find 
corroborafion of their charges 
that the labor-union movement 
here is not free but is in the 
"shackles" of government.

eration. 
In 
actual 
fact, 
the 
American 
division 
landed 
at 
Nettuno, a little beach resort 
town 
adjoining 
Anzio on 
the 
south, and the British went in at 
Anzio, a small fishing and cargo 
port and less sightly and "ex­ 
clusive." 
There is a plaque at 
Nettuno 
commemorating 
the 
American landing and there ane, 
in a cemetery a mile or so inland, 
7,862 American dead. 
Not all of 
them 
are 
Nettuno 
casualties, 
however. 
In the general rear­ 
rangement of cemeteries after 
the war. many of the 7,862 now 
in the Nettuno graveyard were 
brought in from scattered burial- 
places all the way back to Sicily. 
The American Battle Monu­ 
ments 
Commission 
insists 
on 
stating 
that 
"American 
and 
British forces on Jan. 22, 1944, 
attem pted to outflank the Ger­ 
mans by landing at Anzio be­ 
hind the enerfiy lines." The pur­ 
pose was to relieve pressure on 
the line across Italy somewhat 
to the south. 
The attack failed 
and Winston Churchill said that 
instead of throwing a clawing 
wildcat onto the beach the al­ 
lies beached a stranded whale. 
The pressure on the main line 
was not relieved. 
"Finally," 
the 
commission's 
document says, "in May, the al­ 
lies broke through the southern 
front, dissolved the opposition at 
Anzio and, on June 4, entered 
Rome." 
So. actually, a foray intended 
to relieve the main lines was 
neutralized until it was relieved 
by the people whom it was in­ 
tended to relieve. 
Altogether, 
considering as well the quality of 
the planning at Salerno where 
the original landing on the Boot 
almost was thrown back into the 
sea, 
American 
generalship 
in 
Italy 
was 
bad. 
General 
Al 
G uenther, one of Eisenhower’s 
satellites now in command at 
NATO 
outside 
Paris, 
planned 
Salerno and it was almost IO 
days before General Mark Clark 
was willing to dismiss the navy; 
establish himself ashore and ac­ 
cept the responsibility. 
There­ 
after, 
as Clark 
bitterly 
com­ 
plained in his memoirs. Roose­ 
velt and 
Eisenhower took his 
Fifth Army away from him and 
sent it to the French Riviera to 
chase the German Ulcer Corps, 
composed of sick sud otherwise 


second-rate soldiers, back to Ger­ 
many. 
Clark wanted to rush up 
into the Balkans. 
But Roosevelt 
was determined not to interfere 
with the Russians’ plans to seize 
the Danube and Ike had a one­ 
way neck in all his dealings with 
the Master Strategist. 
He could 
nod but he could not shake. 
Ralph M a n c i n I, of Raton, 
N. M., a veteran who served as 
a medic, is assistant manager of 
the cemetery’ at Nettuno. 
He 
and other Americans obviously 
feel that by calling this battle 
"Anzio" a denial is put upon the 
Americans who actually went 
through hell in Nettuno, which 
is almost unknown to history. 
The British, of course, caught 
hell, too, and they have more 
than 700 dead in their own little 
patch 
outside 
Anzio. 
There, 
again, the count of graves is no 
measure of the casualties. 
General Lucian K. Truscott, 
who commanded at Anzio-Net- 
tuno, explained that, anyway, he 
did pin down a lot of German | 
troops. 
However, some of them 
were hauled all the way from 
Jugoslovia and very few were I 
subtracted from the forces re­ 
sisting the advance of the boot 
from the south. 
He is never­ 
theless regarded by some of our 
most respectable soldiers as a 
very’ good general.

headstones

Their over­ 
all memorial is 'a stone cross 
about 12 feet high with a tall

Our people inscribe no per­ 
sonal comments, but the British 
can pull your heart out by the 
roots with a few’ words.

gravestone

National Av erage 


Albany , N. Y., Sept. 6 (if*)—On 
a per-capita basis, New Yorkers 
paid $1.7 3 more in state tax es 
during fiscal 19 54-55 than the 
national averag e. 
State Comptroller A rthur Lev­ 
itt, in his annual report issued 
Saturday , said the state collected 
$1,17 8 ,7 21,06 3 in tax es during the 
fiscal y ear that ended March 31. 
Using last July ’s state-popula- 
tion fig ure of 15,9 36 ,7 9 9 , this was 
computed at $7 3.9 8 per jperson. 
The national averag e for state 
tax es paid last y ear was $7 2.25 
per capita. 
ASSERTING 
that 18 other 
states had hig her tax rates per 
capita than New York, Levitt’s 
office said the comptroller’s re­ 
port sug g ested that this “contra­ 
dicts the notion that New York, 
so far as state-imposhd tax es are 
cdncerned, is a hig h-tax state. 
The report showed that the 
tax on personal incomes was the 
g reatest sing le revenue producer 
—$36 7 ,6 36 ,005. 
This 
compared 
with $351,06 7 ,345 for the pre­ 
ceding y ear. 
Four tax es failed to produce as 
much in the last fiscal y ear as in 
fiscal 19 53-54. These were the 
levies on:

‘Althoug h the revenue derived 
from track admissions fell off, 
the levy on pari-mutuel betting 
pools broug ht more into the cof­ 
fers than the previous y ear. In 
fiscal 19 54-55, the state collected 
$57 ,033,407 from the pools, com­ 
pared with $48 ,6 53,353 in fiscal 
19 53-54. 
A tax -departm ent spokesman 
attributed the increase to boosts 
in the state’s share of the tax on 
the betting pools.
